AN EPIDEMIC WAVE. 


The Foreign Influenza Scourge 
Coming Across the Atlantic. 


New York Physicians Expect It 
to Reach That City Soon. 


Views of Scientists as to the Effect of the 
Visitation—The Character of the Disease 
Discussed by Prominent Eastern and St. 
Louis Dectors—Recoliections of the ‘‘Ty- 
ler Grip” in 1843—It May Prove Severe 
on Aged People, and Coughing and 
Sneezing Will Be General—No Fegr That 
Cholera Will Follow in Its Wake—How 
the Disease Will Be Carried Acress the 
Ocean.

NEw YORK, Dec. 13. 
NFLUENZA, which is 
now raging in Paris 
and other cities of 
Europe, is expected 
in New York soon. 

The views of doctors 
Louts A. Sayre and 

Geo. F. Shrady em- 

body the opinions of 
the leading scient- 
ists generally as to 
the probabilities and 
the effect of the epi- 
demic. 

„I remember a similar epiaemic in the 
spring of 1843, 1 think it was, Dr. Sayre 
said. ‘‘I know it was while Tyler was Presi- 
dent and his political opponents called it the 
‘Tyler grip.’ I had been graduated but a 
short time previous and was practicing down 
by St. Jobn’s Park, then the prettiest spot in 
the city, but now given up to railroad and 
other warehouses. There were seven 
eminent physicians around the park and every 
one of them was afflicted at the same time, 
and each in turn sent word to me to take care 
of his patients, knowing that I was young 
and strong. Of course, none of them knew 
that the others had called upon meand I was 
consequently kept very busy. It was like the 
epizootic that attacked the horses in 1872 and 
was equally impartial, very, very few people 
escaping. Men, women and children were 
attacked by hundreds of thousands, and it 
appears to me now that for about a week 
Merchants, on their way 
to their stores, were attacked with the 
sneezing and coughing and a debilitated feel- 
ing, and in a little while felt so miserable they 
probably wished somebody would come along 
and eliminate them. The feeling lagted for 
afew deys and then they would recover and 
be prepared to joke their acquaintances who 
were attacked by 

THE ‘TYLER GRIP.’ 
People who had it were much prostrated, but 
not made very seriously ill. My advice is 
when it comes don’t get scared, but trust to 
Providence and keep your powder dry, as it 
were, by keeping up your courage, while you 
relieve the misery and preserve your strength 
as muchas possible. Goslow, take it easy 
and take good care of yourself and you wil 
have done all you canto lessen the misery. 
There is no occasion for alarin either from the 
influenza or subsequent results. The sugges- 
tion that it is liable to be followed by cholera 


is nonsense. I anchored cholerain the bay 
when it visited this country last, and it can be 
kept out of the city now without trouble.’’ 

There is no epidemic of influenza here 
now, but there probably will be. There is 
usually more annoyance from colds in the 
head at this season of the year than any 
other, Dr. Shrady said. ‘‘An epidemic of 
influenza evidently exists In Europe, and it 
will probably come here, but it will not be at- 
tended by any serious consequences and there 
is no occasion for alarm. It will be more in 
the nature of an amusement than anafiliction, 
although those affected by the disease wil 

not be able to recognize this fact, as it ld very 
annoying. Itis interesting from a scientific 
point as showing the tendency to spread of 
diseases no more serious than it ie, but our 
European brethren will probably determine 
the — and mode of its distribution before 
we as they have the start of 
us. ¢» “Whea the epidemic reaches here 
1 think people as a rule will de 
able to attend to their ordinary business or 
work, but those attacked will suffer serious 
annoyance from languor and the sneezing 
and coughing, although itis not attended by

SEVERE ON OLD PEOPLE. 

There is no danger of fatalities from the 
disease itself, but the people who are attacked 
should be careful. My impression is that an 
epidemic of influenza preceded the cholera 
scourges of 1847 and 1866, butIdo not think 
there is any connection between the two epi- 
demics and see no occasion for alarm on any 
ground.“ 

The Board of Health will not take any action 
to quarantine against the epidemic; not being 
dangerous it does not come within the law 
providing for quarantine. The cabin pas- 
sengers are as liable to bring the disease here 
as are the emigrants, and every European 
vessel arriving here would have to be held 
in quarantine a week or more to be effective 
quarantine. The disease usually lasts ‘rom 
four to ten days, according to the condition of 
the patient and leaves the victim — — 
and with a poor appetite for several d 
The first symptoms are sneezing and 3 ry 
cough and itis attended by dryness of — 
nostrils, sore throat and tightness of 
chest. The health authorities will not admit 
that it has made its appearance here but say 
they are looking out for it and they evidently 
expect it to come.

The inspector who ex- 
amined the trunk assumed this to be dutia- 
bie, and, instead of collecting the duty at 
once and permitting the lady to continue her 
ourney, detained her over night at 
ler own expense, took possession of 
her baggage and the next day further ob- 
structed and distressed her by the failure of 
the Customs officers to attend to their duty 
and the inefficient character of the business 
methods at Detroit with reference to the ex- 
amination from Canada. 

Thh Secretary says: ‘‘It is a matter of regret 
to the Department that such an occurrence 
should be possible at any Custom-house in 
the United States an yon cannot be 
too earnestly enjoined to take such immediate 
steps to prevent rurther occurrences of the 
same kind, which can ony tend to make the 
public service odious.

IS THE STREET UNSAFE? 


The Tunnel Supports Under Eighth Street 
Correded and Weak. 


The sinking of a portion of Eighth street, 
just south of Locust has become a far more 
serious question than even the city’sengineers 
at first supposed it would be, and it is to be 
the subject of an official investigation on Sun- 
day. The tunnel is arched from one end to the 


other except where it passes the Custom- 
house, and then itis as wide as the street; and 
the roof, instead of being an arch, is sup- 
ported by iron pillars on which iron girders 
rest. It was builtin this way because it was 
intended that the train should stop there to 
receive and discharge mail, and plenty of room 
was made so thatthe tracks could run near 
the Custom-house on one side and far away 
onthe other, leaving room between for the 
men who would have to handle the mail on 
the east or far tracks. The roof of this large 
space was made by ereoting iron pillars with 
wedge-shaped capitals and on the capitals 
rested beams running north and south under 
the center of Kighth street, which in turn 
supported crossbeams whichran from each 
side, east and west, toward the center. Une 
of the capitals cracked and fell, and 
all the structure which rested upon 
it went down with it, causing 
the depression. Of course when the beams 
reached the pillar proper they found a solid 
support and stopped, butthe level of that 
3 of the street was loweied considera- 
abiy. 

Street Commissioner Burnet has been 
criticised for not having the street repaired, 
but it seems that this is not the first notice he 
has taken of the condition of that part of the 
tunnel. He has known for some time that 
the tunnel needed attention at that point. 
The iron pillars and girders have corroded 
to such ah extent that they have been weak- 
ened,and the Bridge & Tunnel Co. has already 
removed several of the pillars and substituted 
brick piers, but nothing was said about it and 
it was not generally known. 

W ben the sinking of Eighth street attracted 
so much attention Mr. Burnet instructed one 
of his engineers, Mr. Cari Saylor, who worked 
with Col. Flad on the tunnel, to go down 
there and see what the trouble was. He noti- 
fied the Bridge & Tunnel Co. that Mr. Saylor 
would make an investigation and 
then a dispute arose, but it was 
short. The ridge & Tunnel Co. said 
that no representative of the Street Depart- 
ment would be admitted to the tunnel. Mr. 
Burnet replied that if he could not go in 
through the tunnel entrance be would dig a 
hole in the street and get down that way, and 
then there was a compromise and 
they came to an agreement. The 
Bridge Co. said Mr. Saylor could go into 
the tunnel with one of its own engines. That 
was satisfactory to Mr. Burnet, so Mr. Wuer- 
pel, the mechanical engineer of the Bridge 
Co. was appointed and he and Mr. Saylor 
agreed to go together on Sunday next and 
make a thorough examination.’’ 8 

The outcome ot it will probably be that the 
Bridge & Tunnel Co. will be required to put in 
brick supports and new girders over all this 
section of the tunnel and in the meantime 
Eighth street will be filled up with macadam.

A GENUINE SLUM PLAY, 


‘*‘Waddy Googan’’ Too Rough for the Audi- 
ence—The Matinees. 


It is dimeult to understand whyaman who 
has had as much experience with the stage as 
Edward Harrigan should put on 
such 4 play as ‘*Waddy Googan’’ 
in 8t. Louis, and it is surprising 
to find iton the stage of the Grand Opera- 
house. There is a suggestion of a story, a 
plot, in it, but barely a suggestion,aad no one 
could guess what the plot is. The play is 
made up entirely of what is technical 


know as local gaga. They refer to places 
in New York, abd the peculiarities of low lite 
in that city, but Harrigan had as well play in 
Japanese and expect people to laugh at his 
jokes as to burlesque New York life and 
expects it to be understood in any other 
city. No doubt, an old New York rounder 
who was familiar with the slums of that 
city, might Bee a good deal in 
the play to laugh at, and it may be a true pict- 
ure of that side of life in the big 
city, but it has and can have 
no interest for any one but those who 
are thoroughiy familiar with the New York 
slums, because to others.its jokes are point- 
less, its satire has no meaning and you cannot 
know what part is burlesque and whatisa 
true representation of the characters found 
where the scenes are laid. 

Another objection to it is that the second 
scene is lrid in a resort frequented entirely 
by disreputable men an women, and 
a host of such characters are presented. 
The antics of drunken females, with 
the manners of women of questionable 
character, coarse brawls between waiters and 
ali the incidents of such disgraceful scenes arr 
faithfully pictdred. Ladies left the theatee 
during the act, and it is not surprising. 
Added to all these obstacies tn the way of 
success was along and tiresome stage wait 
when the curtain rolled up for the second act 
and several halts when members of the com- 
pany forgot their lines. 

The production had nothing to redeem it 
except one bit of character work which was 
very clever indeed. Twice during the evening 
Harrigan, who played a double rale 3 
peared as Poor Joe, a half imbecil, 
Italian sailor, andin this he din exceedingly 
well, but there was so little of it that it had no 
effect upon the play as a whole. It stood 
alone like one act in a variety entertainment. 
Jobn Sporhs played -very well the partof a 
German oliceman. John S8porhs, as 
fi gambler, did very well. His 
was not a prominent part, but he 
made semething of it. Miss Laura Booth 
and Miss Fanny wman did as well as could 
be expected of them, though Miss Booth was 
one of those who wus now and then at a loss 
foraline. The rest of the compauy was bad.

Distriot Attorney Reynolds Throws 
Up His Hands. 


There Is Ne Deubt That Frauds Were Com- 
mitted, but the Facts Can Not Be Proven 
A Last Shot Fired Into the Spliatered 

Hull ef the Government’s Cases—James 
Garner, Whom the Presecution Was 
Certain of Convicting, Acquitted—The 
‘‘Invariable ‘Rule’? Broken Dewn by 

Many Witnesses — Carelessly Made 
Recerds—A Complete Collapse.

OLES have been shot 
through the Govern- 
ment prosecution of 
persons com@erned in 
the manfacture of 
spurious citizens, but 
Ithe shattered craft has 
been kept afloat. Yes- 
terday a great hole was 
made in her bull below 


She was a 
4 worthy vessel, engaged 
ina holy war, but her 
armor was thin, her 
guns of small bore and 

her ammunition deficient in quantity. 
Prior to the presidential election of 1888 the 
workers of both political parties in St. Louis 
made determined efforts to increase their fol- 


lowing through the naturalization of all tne 


aliens who could be found in the city. Work- 
ers were assigned to districts, with instric- 
tions to find every male adult of foreign birth 
who had not been naturalized and hurry him 
to the Court of Criminal Correction. This 
work was so well done by both parties that 
the Court of Criminal Correction was crowded 


for days and all other business was swept 


aside. 

The law requires that an alien shall declare 
his intention to become a citizen ef the United 
States at least one year before 

OFFERING TO VOTE, 
and ifthe majority of the applicants during 
the rush had secired, as they should, 
their first papers—trat is, a certificate 
of declaration of intention—they would 


not have been allowed to register or vote un- 
der one year from the time of the declaration. 
The rush was in the months of August and 
September, 1888. Had first papers been is- 
sued the applicants would not be, under the 
Missouri law, voters before August or Septem- 
ber, 1889. To avoid tnis difficulty all workers 
were instructed to secure for their charges 
minor papers. Under the naturalization laws 
an allen who comes to this country under the 
age of 18 years can, after he has resided in this 
country five years, and after he has attained 
the age of 21 years, be naturalized. The 
workers represented that all of their charges 
came within those conditions. Men who 
had barely resided five years in the country, 
but were gray and bald, were given certifi- 
cates of naturalization under the minor clause 
of the law. Men who brought grown children 
with them were admitted to citizenship on 
their statements—supported by witnesses— 
that they came tothis country before they 
reached their 18th birthday. It was pla in to 
all observers that thefrauds were numerous. 
The court ground out great batches of citizens 
every day—men who could not understand 
the oaths administered to them, nor speak 
ten words of English. The additiong to the 
army of ignorant voters was alarming, but no 
one in official position seemed to care. 

The first United States Grand-jury called 
after the election in November, 1888, returned 
numerous indictments against witnesses and 

rincipals in fraudulent naturalizations. The 
— took the record of the Court of 
Correction, ffom which they 
had been naturalized and 
who had been witnesses. A detect- 
ive employed by the Government 
investigated suspicious cases and reported to 
the District Attorney the truth or falsity of the 
statements made under oath by principals and 
witnesses. These facts were presented to the 
Grand- jury 

AND INDICTMENTS FOLLOWED. 

The next Grand-jury also did a great deal 
of work in that line. At last came 
the time for the trial of the persons 
charged with naturalization frauds. The pros- 
ecutions were directed mainly against the 
witnesses, as they were the ward workers, 
and were mainly responsibie for the commis- 
sion of the crimes. One by one the prosecu- 
tions falled, or came so near tailure that suc- 
cess was not worth much. 

Last evening the case against James Garner 
failed, the jury returning a verdict of 
acquittal. And this is the last straw. 

he prosecutions did not fail because no 
frauds were committed, but because it was 
impossible to prove to the satisfaction of ju- 
ries that the defendants committed the 
frauds. In nearly every instance the fact 
that a fraud had been committed was proven, 
put whether the principal, the witness or the 
Court officials was responsible for it was 
ap open question. In no case could: the Clerk 
of the Court of Oriminal Correction, Wm, L. 
Fitzgerald, Edward A. Noonan, who was 
Judge of that court at the time of the natural- 
ization rush, or A. A. Paxson, who some- 
times occupied the beach when Judge Noonan 
was indisposed, remember the applicant 
or the witness. They could not remember 
any individual application nor the adminis- 
tration of the required oaths to any persons. 
The crowd was so great, the rush so impetu- 
ous that not one applicant, and not one wit- 
mess was photographed upon their minds. 


Here was 
A FAILURE OF PROOF 

in an important point, for every principal put 
upon the stand in the cases against witnesses 
developed a peculiar mentallack. These ap- 
plicants for naturalization remembered all 
the preliminary'steps, but when the examina- 
tion brought .them tothe administration of 
oaths to themselves and their witnesses their 
minds became blanks, that were only Illumi- 
mated when the critical point was passed. 

In lleu of proving that the required oaths 
were administered and specific questions 
asked of an individual ey and witness 
the prosecution proved by Clerk Fitzgerald 
and Judges Noonan and Paxson that they had 
an invariable rule of proceedure in ali the 
maturalizations in that court. This rule in- 
cluded the administration of the oaths by 
Clerk Fitzgerald and examinations by the 
Judges. This proof had good effect until the 
attorneys for the defendants began attacking 
the invariable rule. 

Garner was Indicted for procuring minor na- 
turalization certificates for Pete Maurer, Ernest 
Schwartz, Otto Roth, Benedict Serch and 
Henry Hermeier. His case was the best the 
prosecution had had. Garner was a deputy 
sheriff, is duty in the Court of 
Criminal Correction. He 
above-named persons and asked 
to go with him tothe court to be naturalized. 
They went and secured minor papers, to 
which they were not entitled, as all had ar- 
rived in this country long after arriving at the 
age of 18 vers.

convict Garner, because there was no proof 
that he was guilty under the counts of the in- 
dictment that came to us. There was no 
testimony that he was sworn at all or that he 
made false statements under oath. 
did not believe that there was an invariable 
rule of practice in tne Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection, or that there was any rule at all in 
that court. The evidence showed the utter 
absence of rule.

_ “AN OFFICIAL ABOMINATION. 

The police authorities claim in extenu- 
ation of the failure to punish lottery 
ticket venders that it is exceedingly diffi- 
cult to secure evidence sufficient to con- 
vict a violator of the lottery law. There 
is no doubt that itis difficult for the local 
police to gain evidence against these of- 
fenders, but why? 

The answer to this question is found in 
the information published by the Post- 
DisPaTcH yesterday. The nature of the 
information is such that it should arouse 
the burning indignation of every citizen 
of St. Lauis, because it shows that the 


lottery rascals receive notice of intended 


raids of the police. HENRY REED, a bar- 
ber, whose shop has been raided several 
times, states that, although he has pointed 
out to the police the lottery shop adjoin- 
ing his place, they invariably raid his 
place noisily first and thus give notice to 
the lottery venders. In another case 
when a meeting of lottery men was being 
held at the place of a notorious vender of 
lottery tickets a messenger brought word 
that the shop was to be raided. These in- 
stances are merely samples of many 
others. 

It police business here is conducted 
with a particle of intelligence it would be 
impossible for any one except a member 
of the police force or a person high in po- 
lice authority to know the plans of the 
department in time to warn criminals. 
Who is acting asthe spy of the lottery 
rascals? Isit possible that the authori- 
ties allow their plans to be defeated by 
such disgraceful methods?

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PROTECT THE CITY. 


The only basis on which the Municipal 
Assembly should grant the extension of 
time requested by the Municipal Electric 
Light Co. in which to fulfill its contract 
with the city isthe absolute protection of 
the city treasury from loss on account of 
the company’s failure to keep its promise. 

The course of this corporation has not 
been calculated to inspire confidence or 
to gain the good will of the city authori- 
ties. Afterthe contract for lighting a 
part of the city with electricity was se- 
cured in apparent good faith its promot- 
ers were compelled to find the means 
to carry out its agreement. Valuable 
time, which should have been spentin 
building the plant, was wasted inthe ef- 
fort to secure the necessary capital to do 
the work. After this wasdone and com- 
binations were made which resulted in 
placing nearly all the ntracts in the 
hands of one syndicate, there commenced 
a series of delays and of slow, 
ineffective efforts to prepare for the 
inauguration of the new system. 
The attempts of the authorities 
to push the company to the completion of 
its plant were met by assurances of prog- 
ress and requests for favors in violation of 
the contracts. Many of the favors were 
granted, and now when it is too late to 
avoid accepting the situation the company 
admits its inability to fulfill its contract 
and ask for an extension of three months. 
It also asks the waiving of the richt of 
the city to collect penaltiés. 

Should the ordinance granting the ex- 
tension be passed as introduced in the 
Assembly the city will be at the mercy of 
The 
electrio light people claim that they will 
bear the losses of the city, but there is no 
provision in the ordinance compelling 
them to do so. The electric syndicate is 
believed to be closely allied with the gas 
syndicate. There is excellent opportunity 
for a job here, and the Municipal Assem- 
bly, having the power in its hands, must 
see that the city is fully protected.

The satirical, and in some parts 
libelous olreular, was received by the mem- 
bers ofthe club early in the week and has 
caused quite a stir on the South Side, the per- 
sons attacked being all well known in society 
and business circles. 

The number against whom the pasquinade 
was directed is eight, and their names are as 
follows: A. F. Strasburger, Joe Kohn, Al 
Harris, Robert Gempp, F. J. Bergs, Dr. San- 
ders, L. V. Hetzel and M. D. Mugan. 

To publish the circular would simply assist 
the pasquinader in his purpose, and more- 
over it would make stupid reading. The 
author of the circular while attempting to 
castcontumely upon some of his brother mem- 
bers of the club, like Dogberry, has written 
himself down anass. The attacks upon the 
eight gentlemen, While betraying malevo- 
lence, were doubtless intended to be ludi- 
crous. They are, however, too stupid to pro- 
voke a laugh, and cannot be characterized 
otherwise than asa vulgar libel. In attack- 
ing one of the gentiemen mentioned, the 
author of the olroular throws off all at- 
tempt to disguise his purpose under alleged 
humor, and makes statements for which he 
can be prosecuted. If caught, it is the firm 
intention of those whose characters he has 60 
vulgarly assailed to sec that he 
is prosecuted for printing and 
circulating such libelous matter. They have 
already engaged a well-known attorney to

Fred Hagerman Was Assaulted, Beaten 
and Rebbed by Two BRighwaymen at an 
Early Hour This Morsing—The Police 
Claim That E, Priess, Whe Reported 
Himself a Victim, Was Not Robbed at All 
on the Grand Avenue Bridge. 


ETWEEN the hours 
of 12 and 1 o’clock 
this morning Fred 
Hagerman was 
„eld up“!“ while 
on Spruce street 
between Ninth and 
a Teath streets, with- 
in a stone’s throw 
of the Four Uourts, 
and robbed of a sii- 
ver watch valued 

4 at $20. Hagerman 
Mitt lives at 824 South 
Laa Fourtéenth street. 
He was on his way home from the Iron Mount- 
ain Depot at the time. Never thinking of any 
probable danger, he was walking quietly 
along the sidewalk when suddenly two men 
sprang from behind a pile of lum- 
ber. One of them seized him 
by the throat and choked him to the ground. 
Holding him in this position he placed bis 
knee on the prostrate man’s breast and 
crushed him until he 

CEASED STRUGGLING. 

The other man had hold of Hagerman’s 
feet all this time. When their vietim became 
quiet the second man went through all of his 
pockets with the utmost deliberation. Hager- 
man had nothing on his person of any value 
except a silver watch, which was 
in his vest pocket. This the fel- 
low took, and both ran away, the 
man at his throat giving him a parting 
squeeze as he left. Hagerman went at once 
tothe Central District Police Station, where 
he reported the robbery. He described his 
assailants as negroes, both young men appar- 
ently about 20 years of age, standing 5 feet 8 
inches in height and wearing slouch hats. 
Neither of them have as yet been arrested. 


HAGERMAN'S INJURIES. 

When he arrived atthe Central Station he 
found himself in a very serious condition, He 
was badly bruised about the bead and his 
throat was black from the choking and 
very sore. He bad been roughly 
handie@ by the highwaymen and when he 
was released after he had been robbed he 
could walk only with difficulty, but he made 
his way to the Four Courts, only a short dis- 
tance from where the dafing rob- 
bery occurred, and there managed 
in spite of his suffering, to teil 
his tale to the policeman he 
found there. Frem the Four Courts 
he went home, and though his injuries were 
very severe and painful, he will recover from 
them. The neignborhood where he was 
robbec is one where crimes have been 
frequent, and bad characters often go. There 
are lumber yards, warehouses and old build- 
ings there. and although it is withim but a 
snort distance of the Four Courts, it is not 
safe for unarmed mento go through it after 


dark.

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THE CLOSING SCENES. 


THRONGS OF PEOPLE CLAMOR FOR SEATS 
AT THE CRONIN TRIAL. 


Judge MeCennell Compelled to Enter the 
Room by a Back Doer—By Reasen of the 
Illness of Mrs. Mills Judge Longenecker 
Was Called Upon to Close the Case for 
the Presecution—His Address. 


Caicaeo, III., Dec. 18.—If all the crowds 
that bave heretofore thronged the entrance of 
Judge McCennell’s branch of the Criminal 
Court, making it almost impossible to gain 
attendance to the trial, were added to- 
gether it would hardly egual the 
rush of humanity which clamored and fougpt 
for even a place near the doors of the court 
room this morning. Everybody expected to 
hear Mr. Mills to-day, but even when told that 
the great orator would not speak thie throng 
refused toturn away. At least 2,000 people 
gathered on the street around the Criminal 
Court building and, be it remembered, the 
court-room holds at most 200 persons. By 


8 o’clock this morning a line had 
been formed reaching from the entrance of 
the Dearborn street corridors towards the 
river as far as Michigan street. This line was 
formed of men, women and children standing 
three and four abreast. Half an hour later 
the line had turned the corner and ran half 
a block down Michigan street; the little 
crowd about the door who would not 
take their turn in the line had swollen 
into a mob and the main entrance to the Crim- 
inal Court dullding was completely block- 
aded, so that many of the clerks had to climb 
into their offices through the windows. By 
9:30 o’clock this crowd had doubled and 
by the time court usually opens the 
building was simply swarming with moving, 
kicking and fighting human beings. There 
were probably fifty bailiffs, police officers and 
deputies on the scene and an effort was made 
to preserve order. But even this corps of 
2 was not sufficient to control the peo- 
ple. 

Judge McConnell, in yay bey to get to his 
court, tried to pass by the bailiffs but was un 
able to do so. Finally he went behind the 
building and entered the jail yard, got the 
assistance of the jailer and passed into his 
court room by way of the jail. 


Judge Longnecker’s Address. 


CHICAGO, fill., Dec. 13.— Every available 
foot In thé vast court-room, which has for 
four months been the scene of the Cronin 
trial, was thronged to its utmost by the bust- 
ling eager crowd that congregated this morn- 
ing to witness the closing scene in this sensa- 
tional drama. State’s Attorney Longanecker 
made the closing argument on behalf of the 
State, Owing to the ilinessof Mr. Milis, to 
whom that task had been assigned. 
He sald in part: We are met in this 
case for the first time after the 
opening argument with the theory of the de- 
tense. In most murder cases, in most ail im- 
portant trials, when the State or the people 
represented by the State’s Attorney, gives an 
outline of the prosecution’s side, the defend- 
ant’s attorney rises and gives to the jury their 
defense. If not at the opening, then after the 
evidence is closed for the prosecution; then 
they arise and tellus how they are going to 
meet this evidence. That was not done. 80 
that it remained until the last counsel for the 
defense arose to address you in a three-days’ 
argument, for the first time, you, as jurymen, 
and we, as representatives of the people, 
were notified of the 

THEORY OF THE DEFENSE, 
that is, that there was a great conspiracy on 
th® part of the people; that there was a 
conspiracy to hang innocent men; a con- 


spiracy to murder under the guise of the 
law, and the gentleman was 10 earnest in 
that statement thatſhe carriediit all through his 
argument to the jury. He afgued that 
proposition with the same force that he did 
anything else that he talked about in the 
case.

If I, asarepresentative of the people, am 
ullty ot coaching evidence against Martin 
ourk and those.other men on trial, I ought 
not to haveatrial, but ought to be taken 
by the citizens of your State and hanged 
without court or jury. Why, the gentleman 
tells you that it is done by the other 
branch of the Clan-na-Gael, and they are 
backing the prosecntion . Now, the fact is 
that every Clan-na-Gael witness that we have 
called to the stand belonged to the triangle 
partof the Clan-na-Gael organization.

BURNING OF A KANSAS CITY HOTEL AT 4

One Life Lost and Several People Seriously

JURORS ENTITLED TO MORE THAN THEY 
HAVE RECEIVED. 


~ 


A Difference of Opinion Between the Clerks 
and the Senators and Judges—The Ques- 
tion to Be Solved on the Arrival of the 
Complete Volume of Statutes—The Law 
Peints. 


ANY thousand citizens 
who bave been jurors, 
are serving as jurors at 
present, or will soon be 
called upon to serves as 
such, read withjsurprise 
and interest the discov: 
ery made by the PosrT- 
DISPATCH yesterday that 
a law had been passed 
by the Legislature last 
winter allowing jurors 
$2 a day instead of $1.50 
as heretofore, and that no one seems to know 
anything of the law or its passage. Senator 
McGinnise when interviewed said attempts 
had been made for ten years past by mem- 
bers of the Legislature to increase the 
per diem ot jurors. He and several others 
were opposed it on the ground that litigation 
was already too costly and many an injustice 
was done and suffered by the injured party 
rather than appeal to the courts where his 
case could be so manipulated as to cost him 
enormous sums. In some way the amend- 
ment passed, however, in some peouliar and 
mysterious manner and having passed 
NO ONE NOTICED IT 
until the appearance of the second volume of 
tbe amended statutes, received about ten days 
ago. Jurors servingin this city have been 
paid $1.50, the sum mentioned in the statutes 
to be paid, and the City Auditor, courts and 
clerks hate been guided In this by the statutes 
of 1879 where in Laws especially applicable 
tothe city of St. Louis, under sec. 25, it 
says that th@State laws shall hold in the city 
unless laws to the contrary exist in the Char- 
ter of said city or in its ordinances. As no 
law did exist in the Charter and as there was 
no ordinance fixing the pay of jurors the 
law ot the Stase was accepted. 
In the new books just received the amend- 
ment stands out in bold relief ordering the 
payment of $2 per day to jurors, but at the 
bead of the chapter in which the section oc- 
curs is another and smaller section, which 
states that nothing: in this chapter 
shall apply to _ cities of over 300,000 
inhabitants. Thie leaves the matter 
without authority from any source and the 
pay of jurorscould de fixed by the Judge 
should no other provision exist. Many were 
satisfied that the small section mentioned 
settled the question, but the Judgesof the 
Circuit Courts, Senator McGinniss and Seore-

A STRANGE CHARACTER. 


DEATH OF “OLD MAN” BRADLEY, AGENT OF 
THE ASHLEY BUILDING. 


He Was Thrifty and Accumulated Wealth, 
but Indulged in None of the Luxuries of 
Life—Faith {pl to the Last to His Trust— 
Value of His 
rangements. 


Estate— The Funeral Ar. 


HAT great barracks- 
like structure which 
covers the diock on 
the east side. of 
Broadway, from 
Ashley to O’Fallon 
streets, and is 
known as the Ashley 
building, is to-day 
minus the presence 
of a manwho had 
been almost con- 
stantly within its 
walls for the past 
eighteen years and 
had been so closely identified with the place 
as to really become a part of its history. This 
man was Patrick Bradley, the agent and jan- 
itor of the bullding. His familiar, age-bent 
form will never again haunt its corridors 
and rooms, for his dead body now 
lies at an undertaking establishment awaiting 
burial. He died about 1 o’clock yesterday 
morning in a cot, inhis sleeping and living 
room, which adjoined his office in thé build- 
ing, and he faithfully performed his duty up 
to the last moment. 
AN ODD CHARACTER 

was Old Man Bradley.“ as he was known, 
and a strange lite he led. Through thrift and 
frugality he had managed to save outof his 
salary of $60a month something like $18,000, 
for he leaves an estate estimated at that 
amount. With this means hé could have lived 
very nicely and have enjoyed many of the lux- 
uries of life, yet he preferred to exist 
with the same simplicity as 86 his 
scantily provided tenants,and to enjoy none of 
the sweets and pleasures which they could 
not have. Not a person was there out of the 
hundreds of inhabitants of that huge build - 
ing who did not live fully as well it not better 
than this old man, though there is probably 
more deserving poverty beneath its roof than 
in any other one block in the city. His food 
was always of the plainest, and a few dollars 
would purchase all the clothing he wore ina 
year. Infact he was most indifferent about 
his personal appearance. A more faithful 
man to his trust than Old -Brad- 
ley never lived, however, and he 
was most honest and conscientious 
in all his dealings. No one ever questio 
his integrity. tie bad entire charge of the 
three upper floors of the building, which is

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25 - With the opening of tbe new 


clothing and other articies filled the apart- 
ment where Bradley spent his nights. He sel- 
‘= left the building except on‘ business. 

For months he had been complaining, and 
Mr. Moffiett endeavored to get him to make 4 
trip to Europe, but while Bradley promised he 
would do so, he never leftthecity. He was 
attended by Drs. Bernays and Harvey. but, 
although very weak, the old man could not be 
induced to take to his bed or go to a hospital. 
He insisted on remaining at his post of duty, 
and ae late as 8 o'clock last night was in his 
office receiving rents from his tenants. About 
10 o’clock Private Watchman Powers found 
him sitting in the office in a chair and abso- 
lutely forced him to go into his room and 


lie down on a cot. At 1:30 a. m. 
Powers called again with Officer Cogan 
and found Bradley dead in thecot. The oid 


man had evidently died about forty-five min- 
utes previous. Father Hayes wus summoned, 
he having previously anointed Bradley for 
death, and then Cullen & Kelly, the undertak- 
ers, were notified and took the body to their 
rooms, The police, who searched Bradiey’s 
apartments, found $95,a lady’s gold watch 
and chain, three trunks, a lot of books, papers 
and accounts and some old clothes, all of 
whioh they removed to the Third District Po- 
lice Station. The money was rent collections 
and belongs to L. A. Moffett & Co. 
HIS ESTATE.

DEFRAUDED HIS FRIEN DS. 


The last one wis Pyrerchante Out Abeut $800,000 Threugh the 


Operatienus of u Swindler.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 13.—Moses A. 
Shaw, for whom the authorities of Bradford 
and Tioga Counties, Pa., as well as several 
New York merchants, have been searching 
for the last three months, was arrested here 
yesterday and is held on a charge ofswindling 
to the extent of several hundred thousand 
dollars. Aside from the large amounts of 


money involved, it is saidthat several mer- 
chants of New Yerk and elsewhere have been 
drawn into a state verging on bankruptcy. 
Shaw first became known in commercial 
circles as a lumber dealer in 
Towanda, Bradford County, Pa. He 
remained in that town nearly twenty 
years, and his credit rose to such a 
beight that over forty banks in Pennsylvania 
are said to be suffering through accepting his 
notes. About four years ago he moved from 
Towanda to Plainfield, N. J., where he be- 
came more intimately connected unh New 
York merchants, and carried on more exten- 
sively than ever his peculiar business metli- 
ods until 1887 when he failed with liabilities of 
nearly $600,000. Among his creditors was the 
First National Bank of Wellsboro, Pa., from 
which he had obtained $3,200; also a private 
banking company of that town which had ad- 
vanced $7,000 on personal notes, and J. W. 
Butterfield, a business man of New York but a 
resident of Plainfield. . 

Sbaw met Butterfield in Plainfield, and, it is 
gaid, gained the confidence of that man to 
such an extent that when he disappeared he 
had succeeded in exchanging nearly $100,000 in 
notes for Butterfield’s caeb. Shaw arrived 
last Tuesday, bringing with him his wife and 
five car loads of furniture. He moved intoa 
house near the corner of Second and C streets, 
Seutheast. There he was found this morning 
and was taken this afternoon before Justice 
Bongham, Chief Justice of the District Supreme 
Court. Prosecuting Attorney Mather of Tioga 
County, Pa., whois here with the requisition 
from Gov. Beaver, states that the full amount 
that Shaw has obtained by worthless notes is 
nearly $800,000, but as many of these notes are 
beyond the statute of limitations, they cannot 
be brought up against him. The court con- 
tinued the cage to-day to await the arrival of 
witnesses.

HORSE MEAT SAUSAGE. 


„Saucisson Boulanger“ and Other ‘Brands 
Now on the Market. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DisPatcu. 

New YORK, Dec. 18.—The horse meat sau- 
sage factory in Newtown was in full opera- 
tion yesterday morning, when it wus visited 
by the investigation committee from the New- 
town Board of Health. Proprietor Henry 
Bosse accompanied the committee through 
the factory. On the second floor, arranged 
on drying shelves, were sausages of all sizes 


and shapes. Each shelf was labeled with the 
brand and the date of manufacture. Pro- 
prietor Bosse is a patriotic Frenchman. He 
calls his big flat sausage Sauelsson Bon- 
langer,’’ the small round sausages ‘‘Saucis- 
son Lorraine,’’ the small fiat sau- 
sage ‘‘Mortadelie’’ and the fifty and 
100 pound sausages ‘‘Saucisson d'Art. 
Mr. Bosse said that ifthe meat used was 
perfectly sound the sausages would keep 
three and one-half years. Up to that point 
they improve with age. The last two horses 
that were slaughtered on the place were ex- 
amined by Doremus Rapelye, who Is overseer 
of the poor of Queens County and also a vet- 
erinary surgeon. He says that the sweéliing 
on the leg on the gray horse was caused by 
the other leg striking against the first. The 
two hind legs of the sorrel! mare had been 
broken and were incurable. Otherwise Mr. 
Rapelye thought the horses were perfectly 
healthy. Portions ofthese two horses were 
found by the committee in the slaughtering 
department on the first floor. 

In addition to manufacturing sausages Mr. 
Bosse is thinking of turning out smoked 
tongues and smoked horsefiesh. He invited 
the committee to sample the meat but they 
deciined. He then cut a piece of flesh from 
the loin ofa horse and ate it with apparent 
relish.

Mr. Frank Gaiennie Elected bythe Directers 
to Take Full Charge. 


The Board of Directors of the St. Louis Ex- 
position and Music Hall Association held 
their annual meeting last night and by vote 
appointed Mr. Frank Gaiennie to assume the 
entire management of the Exposition. The 
old officers were re-elected as follows: Sam 
M. Kennard, President; E. O. Stanard, First 
Vice-President; D. M. Houser, Second Vice- 
President; Hiram Scruggs, Treasurer; Charles 


H. Turner, Secretary. Mr. Gaiennie, the new 
manager, ia now in Washington looking after 
the interests of St. Louis in the World’s Fair 
contest. President Kennard telegraphed him 
last night after the appointment had been 
made, asking him to go to New York at his 
earliest convenience, visit the American 
Art Association and other places, and secure 
an art display for next year’s Exposition. 
Mr. Mills, who looked after this display last 
year, and who was also called upon to look 
after the Exposition generally, is thus re- 
lieved of his special department unless Mr. 
Gaiennie calls him to his assistance. Under 
Mr. Mills’ claim his term does not expire until 
December 1, 1890. Mr. Galennle will receive a 
salary of $5,000a year, an increase of $3,000 
over that paid Mr. Mills. The latter gentie- 
man was last night voted a complimentary 
allowance of $500.

MISS NEBEKER GIVES: HER LAST LECTURE 
THIS EVENING. 


She Makes Many Cenverts at the Second 
Raptist Churchto Her New Methods ef 
Teaching the Bible to Little Children— 
Kindergarten Sabbath Schools to Be Es- 
tablished Here—General Religicus News.

been training during her stay in the city. She 

will be assisted by Miss Mary McCulloch, the 
supervisor of kindergartens. 

The lectures of Miss Nebeker have been 
largely attended by Sunday-school teachers 
from all parts of the city and the practicability 
of her ideas has taken a deep hold upon her 
audiences. One ot the best notions of her 
system of teaching can be given by an illus- 
tration which she herself gave of her work in 
speaking to the teachers the other evening. 
She said: 


For instance, fall 


we will take the 
of Jericho. I will show you how 
I taught that lesson to a class 
of little ones, wholf taught it in the ordinary 
way, would have forgotten it entirely a few 
days afterwards, but taughtin my way had a 
lasting impression. I first read them the les- 
son. Then i told them that we were going to 
have a representation of the fall of Jericho. 
We made shields and helmets and vestments 
in the kindergarten way, and then I attired 
some of the class as soldiers and 
others as priests. We had 
a representation of the ark which the priests 
had carried. I then covered quite a large 
table over with sand, making a large mound 
in the middie. This I told the chiggren repre- 
sented Jericho. I then builta wall of blocks 
around the mound. The procession of soldiers 
and priests was then made up and 
I informed the children that we 
were going to make that wall fall 


just as the people of Iseral madethe walls of 
Jericho tumble down, by marching seven 
times around it and shouting. I stationed 
myself near the table and the procession be- 
gan, the little ones shouting as they went 
around. Whenthey had made the seventh 
circle, I gave the table a touch with my foot 
and down came the wall. The children were 
much interested. Iasked one little fellow if 
he had expected the wall to fall when they 
made the seven rounds. 

He answered: Well, I looked for you to 
take care of that part of it.’ 

» informed the class that such, exactly, 
was the confidence which the people of Israel 
had placed in God. They did what they were 
told and looked to him to bring aboutthe re- 
sult promised. 

Miss Nebeker isa very bright woman. and 
she thoroughly entertained as well as in- 
structed her audiences. She does not claim 
that all lessons in the Bible can be taught as 
she taught the lesson of thé fall of Jericho; in 
fact ele asserts that there are many which are 
too sacred to teach in that way. She does 
claim, however, that by ii uch Bib- 
lical knowledge can be stored in the minds of 
little children, who by the methods of 
teaching at present pursued retain but little of 
what has been expounded. Miss Nebeker’s 
methods will be introduced into a number of 
schools in this city.

The Problem Which the Railroad and 
Warehouse Board Is Irving to Solve. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 13.—The Railroad and Ware- 
house Commission is struggling with a di- 
cult problem, upon the solution of which 
largely depends the question whether the 
stock of wheat now stored in Chicago eleva- 
tors will be moved or remain where it is 
for an indefinite time. 
Wheeler and Chief Grain 
Bird Price give this as the status of 
the case: ‘‘There came to be stored 
in Chicago considerable quantities of wheat, 
consisting of red wheat and 5 or more per 
cent of white wheat. It was all inspected 
into the elevators as No. 2 spring wheat. 
Complaints being made that it was really of 
an inferior grade, the commission created a 
new grade to be known as No. 2 white wheat, 
the rule to takeeffect October 7, last, after 
the statutory notice of twenty days. In order 
to avoid injuring the holders of this wheat by 
lowering its grade, it was ruled that it should 
be inspected out of the warehouses as No. 2 
spring wheat, the same as it was inspected in, 
the idea being that if it was taken out of the 
elevators, it would probably leave the city 
and thejjurisdiction of the commission. When, 
however, an attempt was made yesterday to 
move some of this wheat from one elevator 
to another, in this city, the twenty days hav- 
ing elapsed, the Inspector decided that it was 
no longer No. 2 spring, but No. 2 white wheat,

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HE officials of the 
gas companies are 
squirming under 
the arraignment 
made against them 
by the people 
whom they have 
assessed 50 to 500 
per, cent higher 
than usual for gas 
consumed last 
month. They en- 
deavor in every 
way posaible to 
anewer the com- 
plaints made, but all of their excuses are 
lame ones and do not have any weight with 
the public. 

The reason why their explanations do not 
have any weight is plain. 

The public has been so generally mulcted— 
punighed for burning gas—that it would be 
impossible for the gas people to explain to 
them by any false reasoning why their bills 
have been so large. ; 

The gas consumers say they have been 
robbed, and that no milder term will express 
their sentiments on the situation. 

The gas people say it is the pressure. The 
gas consumers would prefer to pay for gas, 

© which they use, rather than pressure, which 
they do not use. 

According to all reasoning the pressure is 
bumping against the delicate mechanism of 
the meter during the twenty-four hours of the 
day, while the gas is not®eing burned as well 
‘as when itis. This may account for gas Dilis 
accumulating when, in fact, the gas has been 
cut off as it comes from the meter. 

There are numerous cases of this character 
on record, and though those who benefit by 
the showings of the meter can and do reason 
that this is impossible, faets prove that it is 
not alone possible but probable. 

There are numerous fistances where the 
meters continued to register after the gas had 
been turned off as the pipe came from the 
meter. There are also gumerous instances 
where the meters contin to register after 
the houses in whieh they were located had 
been closed up and had remained unoccupied 
for months. 

_ The cass of Mrs. Hardy, residing on Russell 

„ as gien in yesterday’s Post-Dis- 
PATCH, is one ot these. The gentleman who 
went through the house in daylight and who 
testifies that there was never a gas jet turned 
on, is one of the most reliable and correct in 


his statements in the city. 

The gas people say also that the increase in 
dome localitiesia due to their having put in 
new and enlarged mains at great expense, 
$15,000 or thereabouts. 

The consumers do not appreciate this state- 
mentatthistime. They would prefer to pay 
for the new main on the installment plan. 

In the meantime the ‘‘pressure’’ is still on, 
the meters are still registering, and the vie- 
tims of the conspiracy between Mr. Pressure 
and Mr. Meter are still sending in their com- 
plaints. 

INCREASED NEVERTHELESS. 

At the Brolaski Shoe Co.’s store on Broad- 
way great indignation was expressed as to 
the amount of the gas bill for November. 
The bill was for $13.95 and the October bill was 
$12.45. The manager said that during October 
more gas was burned than in November, as 
they had put in electric lights during the lat- 
ter month. 

HAD THE METER TAKEN ‘OUT. 

Finley & Hull said they were disgusted with 
their November gas bill. 

‘*The bill was for $28.80,’’ said Mr. Finley, 
**and in October it only amounted to $9.15. 
We have been using electric lights an hour 
more each day since October, and the bill Is 
an outrage. We have had our meter taken 
out.’ 

MADE THEM CORRECT THE BILLS. 

The Hart & Duff Hat Co. said their bill was 
bout as usual.

HAY RECEIVERS HAPPY, 


BECAUSE TRACK STORAGE IS TO BE RE- 
PLACED BY WAREHOUSES. 


An Agreement Entered Inte fer Building 
Warehouses for the Storage of Hay— 
Where They Will Be Located—Advan- 
tages to Be Gained-—The Agreement—A 
Long-Felt Want Supplied. 


HE receivers of hay 
in this market have 
long complained of 
the difficulties under 
which they traus- 
acted business. No 
adequate warehouse 
facilities have been 
available, and by far 


the largest propor- 
tion of sales were 


of this method of 
carrying on business have long been patent, 
and have given rise to universal complaint. 
The unfortunate commission house, between 
the railroad companies and the buyers, fre- 
quently found himself placed between the 


, devil and the deep sea. 


SWITCHING CHARGES 
were heavy, while thecompomise allowed the 
receiver but forty-eight hours, twenty-four 
hours of daylight, during which to unload 
his cars, making ademurrage charge of $l a 
day as long as the hay remained on the 
track after the expiration ofthis period. As 
to the relations between commission mer- 
chantand buyer, the circumstances under 
which hay is received were such as frequently 
to place the former at the mercy 
of the latter. When hay is stored 
on track, only the small amount visible 
through the car doors can be inspected. The 
practice has been very prevdient for a, buyer 
to purchase a carload of hay, unload half of 
it, declare that it was not up to the grade, and 
throw it back upon the hands of the receiver, 
who would be obliged to reload it and pay 
demurrage charges until it was sold. Rather 
than do this, it was in many cases cheaper to 
offer the hay ata lower price, and the com- 
mission men declare that buyers have not 
been at all siow in taking advantage 
of this state of affair Complaints have 
been general and loud, but hitherto no 
remedy has been discovered. The buyers 
obtained their hay ata low price, the rall- 
roads received large sums for demurrage, and 
the commission men have not been thriving. 


WARE HOUSES TO BE BUILT. 

The hay@receivers now believe that a better 
day is dawning, and that the burden under 
which their business has been staggering will 
soon be removed. The following paper has 
been quietly circulated among the hay se- 
celvers, and to-day was signed by nearly 
every large commission house in the city: 

In order to furnish the hay trade of this 
city ample facilities for the rapid handling of 
hay, and to enable buyerand seller to know 
the character of the stuff they are trading in, 
also at the same time to do away with all the 
annoyances that have for years 
attended the handling of same on 
track, it is proposed by parties 
experienced in this business to erect suitable 
warehouses, with ample track connections, 
and an abundance of room and light about as 
follows: 

They will erect on Theresa avenue on two 
lots of ground covering a frontage of 320 feet 
two warehouses, one being located just north 
ofthe railroad track, where bay can be re- 
ceived from the Wabash and ‘‘K’’ lines free 
of switching; the other south of the railroad 
tracks for hay on the same terms from the 
Missouri Pacific and ’ Frisco lines. 

These houses will be bulit in the most ap- 
proved manner, especially with a viev of 
affording plenty of room and light, also 
facilities for beth rapid receiving and delivery, 
and with sufficient unoccupied ground to 
enable extension to be made as the business 
may demand. The hay warehouse on Twen- 
tieth and Poplar streets, after being im- 
proved, willi be used in conjunction with the 
antl ones mentioned for hay from the east 
side. 

SCHEDULE OF RATES. 

It is proposed to make a schedule of rates as 
low as would seem possibile, and in every way 
to offer such inducements as will cause both 
shippers and receivers to feel that the system 
is far preferable tothe one now in use. The 
rates will be as follows: First six days, 35 
cents per ton; second five days, 15 cents per 
ton; next ten days, 10 cents per ton; each guc- 
ceeding month or partthereof, 50 cents per 
ton; weighing, 20 cents per ton; loading cars, 
25 cents per ton. 

In order to carry out the proposed plan, a 
considerable expenditure of both time and 
money will be necessary, and that can only be 
justified by the sincere, earnest support of 
the receivers here, which has so far been free- 
ly _ verbally, but in order that a clear 
understanding may exist, both for the present 
and for the immediate future, the following 
agreement will be presented to all the receiv- 
ers of hay, so far as known, and it they will 
cheerfully give evidence of what has been 
claimed that they all want badly by signing 
this document, the plans mentioned will be 
rapidly carried out: 

THE AGREEMENT. 

In consideration of the proposed facilities 
that are about to be given as to more satis- 
factorily handling our business, we, the 


“indersigned receivers ot hay, do hereby agree 


and pledge ourselves as follows: 

1. Thatas soon as these warehouses are 
built and opened for business we will cive 
written orders to the Missouri Pacific, ’Frisco, 
Wabash, K. line and Bridge& Tunnel Co. 
to at once stop the track delivery of all hay 
consigned to us and to forward same on arri- 
val direct to these warehouses. 

2. That so long as ample facilities are pro- 
vided for the prompt unloading and delivery 
of our hay, als» for satisfactory examination 
of same in the wardhouses, we will continue 
to enforce the above orders to the railroad 
companies, unless we can show good eyi- 
dence that the hay is ordered delivered from 
track by the country shipper whois also its 
owner. 

3. As we believe that the proposed ad- 
vantadges are greatly to the benefit of both 
shipper and receiver, we will in every way 

ossibie use our influence to have our hay 

usiness all handled through these ware- 
houses, 

The hay receivers readily consented to com- 
ply with the conditions specified and the 
agreement was signed by the following firms: 

Redmond Cleary Commission Co., Grier 
Commission Co., Billingsby & Nanson Com- 
mission Co., John A. Warner Co., H. C. 
Schoppe & Co., W. B. Westcott & Co., J. H. 
Teasdale & Co,, J. W. Booth & Co., John

and Samuel Vieder & Co. 

THE PARTIES INTERESTED. 

The warehouse plan is under the manage- 
ment of Henry 8. Potter and R. T. 
Tunstall, it being understood that 
John R. Lionberger is largely inter- 
ested. When asked as to the probability 
of the warebouses being built, Mr. Tunstall 
sald: That they will be put up Is now cer- 
tain. The receivers have Freeted the 
proposition with the greatest enthusiasm, 
and nearl every house in the 
has sign the agreement. We will 
go right abead, and hope to be ready for busi- 
ness about Februdry 1. The warehouses will 
be substantially built, and exclusive of the 
land will cost about $25,000. They will be 
320 feet long and 200 feet deep, and 
sufficient adjacent ground has been secured 
to admit of their enlargement should the bus- 
iness require it. Every recelver I know is in 
favor of the warehouses, and there is now no 
doubt that they will be erected at once.’’ 

John A. arner, a large receiver 
said: ‘‘These warehouses’ will be a 
godsend to the hay receivera. The stor- 
age charges arefar lowerthan for grain de- 
livered on track, which is a great item. Then 
we can no longer be
